Human 
remains 
found in 
burnt home 


O Positive ID ‘not immediately possible’ due to fire: RCMP 
O Forensic expert assists investigators as loved ones await news 


Family of a Strathcona County 
homeowner not seen since his 
residence was destroyed in a fire 
April 11 are hoping for the best, 
but bracing for the worst. 

RCMP investigators on the 
weekend confirmed human 
remains were found in the 
destroyed Winfield Heights 
home and have notified family 
of Dr. John Cyril Koziak. 

“Fm just hoping that it wasn’t 
him in the fire,” said Neil Koziak 
yesterday, of his cousin. 


Neil lives in Waskatenau, Alta., 
but said he has been in contact 
with Julian Koziak, the 66-year- 
old dentist’s brother who lives 
in Edmonton. 

Due to the condition of the 
remains, a positive ID will take 
more time but investigators have 
called in a forensic anthropolo¬ 
gist to assist, RCMP said. 

The Koziak family has contin¬ 
ued to work with Strathcona 
County RCMP and Strathcona 
County Victim Services since the 


fire, said RCMP. 

Cpl. Darren Anderson said 
in a written statement the search 
for Koziak, last seen April 9 
by a neighbour, was made 
more difficult due to the size of 
his home and the quantity of 
items inside, leaving much debris 
in the fire aftermath to sort 
through. 

The cause of the fire is still 
under investigation.

It was supposed to be 
Stephanie May’s road 
home, but instead it was 
the road to ruin for one of 
her front tires. 

May was driving north¬ 
bound on 159 Street 
south of 83 Avenue in the 
city’s west end late last 
Friday when her passen¬ 
ger-side tire met a pot¬ 
hole.

May said. “For a new tire 
and rim it was over $200.” 

May called 311 to re¬ 
port the pothole, and said 
she plans to file a claim 
with the city. 


420,000 potholes worked 
on over the course of the 
spring and summer 
months. 

► Edmonton's record for the 
most holes was set in 2007, 
when crews had to fill more 
than 600,000. 

According to the city, 
more than $11,000 was 
paid out in 2010 to 31 
drivers. The city dis¬ 
missed 124 claims, while 
others are pending.

When Paul Tukey was 
young, his grandmother 
ate dandelions. 

“She called them a good 
mess of greens ... and now 
we put toxic poison on 
them,” said the American 
journalist and lawn-care 
professional, who was in 
Edmonton yesterday for 
the city premiere of his 
movie, A Chemical Reac¬ 
tion. 

The 2008 flick tells the 
story of Hudson, Que., the 
first municipality in Cana¬ 
da to ban the use of non- 
essential pesticides in 
1991. 


Twenty years later, 80 
per cent of Canadians are 
now protected by similar 
bans, said Sarah Hawkins 
of the Canadian Cancer So¬ 
ciety. 

“Albertans are the last 
holdouts,” she said. “(But) 
the issue is gaining more 
attention in Edmonton.” 

A council committee 
discussed the validity of 
such a bylaw in February, 
in the end wanting infor¬ 
mation on other cities 
with the ban, which could 
take six months to gather. 

Tukey said that the idea 
tends to be controversial 
but that a pesticide ban is 
for esthetic chemicals, not 
to “take away farmers’ 
tools.”

fects school enrolment. 

Future meetings will 
touch on the 46-year-old av¬ 


erage age of the 197 build¬ 
ings Edmonton Public 
Schools operates and the 
fact that the current space 
utilization for the district is 
67 per cent while Alberta 
Infrastructure’s threshold is 
85 per cent, among other 
topics. 

“The committee ... is to 
examine the issue and find 
ways to support schools 
rather than close them,” 


said board chair Dave Col- 
bum. 

Janz held a meeting in 
Ward F earlier this month. 

“One of the common is¬ 
sues was a general desire 
from the participants and 
parents to fry and bring 
more famihes back into our 
mature neighbourhoods,” 
he said, adding schools are 
opening in new suburban 
areas.

O Michael Ignatieff focuses on Liberals’ health-care reform plan

Stephen Harper is making 
another pitch for a Con¬ 
servative majority govern¬ 
ment, adding the 
resurgence of Quebec sov¬ 
ereigntists to the growing 
list of reasons he needs 
unfettered power in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Now is not the time for 
a weak minority, which is 
precisely what the forces 
of separation in Quebec 
are hoping for. Harper told 
a rally yesterday in Rich¬ 
mond, B.C. 

The issue arose anew 
Saturday after Parti 
Quebecois Leader Pauline 
Marois, who is ahead in 
provincial polls, won a re¬ 
sounding 93.1 per cent 
confidence vote from the 
normally fractious party. 

Harper spent most of 
the weekend in British Co¬ 
lumbia, a province where 
the Tories have a chance 
to pick up enough seats to 
form the first Tory majori¬ 
ty since Brian Mulroney 
did so nearly 20 years ago. 

Coincidentally, Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff 
found himself on the same 
turf yesterday, attempting 
to contrast his position on 
health care with that of 
the government. 

Within 60 days of a Lib¬ 


eral government taking 
power, Ignatieff said, he’d 
convene a meeting of the 
provinces and territories 
to begin hammering out a 
new health-care accord to 
replace the current agree¬ 
ment, which expires in 
2014. 

The Liberals are hoping 
health care proves to be 
the government’s Achilles 


heel. The party is current¬ 
ly airing the most negative 
ads of its campaign, trying 
to depict Harper as the 
leader most likely to pre¬ 
side over the demise of 
medicare. 

Harper’s plan yesterday 
was to court immigrant 
voters by renewing his 
pledge to crack down on 
human smuggling, but 


was again called on to de¬ 
fend another Tory candi¬ 
date eruption. 

Wally Daudrich, a Tory 
candidate in northern 
Manitoba, had until re¬ 
cently a comment on his 
Facebook page calling 
Barack Obama the worst 
and least honest U.S. presi¬ 
dent.

Manitoba floods 
largest on record

About half of Manitoba is 
impacted by overland 
flooding and the waters 
are still rising, officials in 
that province said.

Evacuation 
could last 
9 months 

The operator of Japan’s

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U.S. culture of 
bargain-hunting 
keeps prices down 

O Canadians say they want low prices, but they don’t 
go to nearly the lengths Americans do to score a deal 

With a loonie worth more 
than a U.S. dollar, bargains 
abound for Canadian shop¬ 
pers who hit the stores 
south of the border. 

The reasons for the price 
differences defy easy expla¬ 
nation. But some suggest 
an unwillingness of Canadi¬ 
ans to spend the same time 
as Americans to hunt for a 
bargain may contribute to 
the gap.

Michael Mulvey, market¬ 
ing professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of Ottawa, says the 
larger middle class in Cana¬ 
da may also play a role in 
the price gap. “When you 
have a larger number of 
people that are struggling, 
it does put pressures on to 
bring prices down,” he said.

U AE pushes 
for more 
smartphone 
control 


Tighter restrictions on 
RIM’S BlackBeriy devices 
proposed by the United 
Arab Emirates would like¬ 
ly apply to other 
smartphones, too, the 
company says. The UAE’s 
telecommunications regu¬ 
lator wants to limit access 
to the Blackberry 
Enterprise Server system, 
which provides the most 
secure form of communi¬ 
cation on the handheld 
devices. It is used by many 
international companies 
and government agencies 
to keep data safe. 

Under the UAE’s new 
rules, only organizations 
with 20 or more BlackBer- 
ry accounts would be 
allowed to use the BES 
system. Others would 
have to rely on a less- 
secure system that is easi¬ 
er for authorities to 
monitor.

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‘Epic’ patent fight pits Canadian firm against tech giant

A battle between a small 
Canadian company and 
software giant Microsoft is 
going to the U.S. Supreme 
Court today in a case that 
could challenge how 
patent laws protect exclu¬ 
sive technology. 

Toronto-based i4i has 
been fighting Microsoft in a 
multimillion-dollar patent 
infiingement suit since 
2007. Two lower U.S. courts 
have ruled that Microsoft 
used i4i’s technology in 
some versions of its best¬ 
selling Word software pro¬ 



gram, with a Texas juiy 
awarding the company 


$290 million US in damages 
in 2009. 

But Microsoft has fought 
the ruling, and is expected 
to challenge current stan¬ 
dards for overturning 
patents. 

Loudon Owen, chairman 
of i4i, wants the court to 
uphold U.S. patent laws, 
which he said require 
“clear and convincing” evi¬ 
dence for overturning a 
patent. He believes that ex¬ 
clusive intellectual proper¬ 
ty needs to be protected 
and properly licensed for 


others to use. 

“The patent you’re 
granted has veiy little 
meaning if it’s not enforce¬ 
able. Why have a patent if 
it’s useless?” he said. 

Patent expert Alexander 
Poltorak said the case rep¬ 
resents a turning point. 

“Their fight is somewhat 
of an epic for the future of 
U.S. patent law,” Poltorak 
said, adding that if i4i loses 
it would be “devastating for 
the entire intellectual prop¬ 
erty business in the United

One of the things that people say when they 
are describing a friend is ''He/she has my 
back” 

his means different things to different peo¬ 
ple. To the office worker, it may mean that 
someone they consider a friend will stick up 
for them if there is a conflict at work. For 
other people, it might mean that if someone 
attacked them on the street the friend 
would stay with them rather than run away. 

In softer terms, when someone has our back, it 
means they care about us enough to put themselves at 
risk by stepping up to the plate to ensure our safety 
whether the threat is psychological, physical or 

economical. Veiy few of 
us who are not soldiers 
in battle will find 
ourselves in the position 
of finding out whether 
or not a friend has our 
back when it really 
counts. 

On April 7, a six-year- 
old girl discovered far too early in her life exactly 
what it means for someone to have your back. She and 
her great-grandmother were walking to school when 
they found themselves in the path of an oncoming 
SUV. The girl’s great-grandmother did what many of 
us think we would do in the same circumstances. She 
pushed the girl out of the path of the SUV and let it hit 
her instead. 

Perhaps all of us would have done the same thing 
in those circumstances. But it is only when we are ac¬ 
tually faced with those kinds of circumstances that we 
find out exactly what we are made of. Most of us never 
have to deal with a contradiction between what we 
had thought we would do and what we actually did. 

1 am writing this because 1 have a fiiend who was in 
the emergency room of the hospital where the little 
girl and her great-grandmother were taken after the 
accident. According to my friend, the injured little girl 
kept saying, “Grandma pushed me hard. Grandma 
pushed me hard.” 

And indeed she did. She pushed the little girl 
toward the rest of her life. This six-year-old now 
knows better than most of us the nobility to which 
human beings can rise when asked to do so. It is a 
great tragedy that she had to learn this by losing a per¬ 
son who loved her enough to give up her life for her. 
Edmonton is poorer for the loss of her great¬ 
grandmother.

To be suitable for Passover, 
baked goods must be made 
without flour. This cake re¬ 
places it with a blend of 
matzo meal and ground 
nuts that then are 
flavoured with honey, co¬ 
conut, orange zest and 
spices.

Preparation: 


I Heat the oven to 150 C 
(300 F). Coat an 20 -cnn 
(8-inch) springform pan 
with cooking spray, then 
line the bottom with 
parchment paper.

In the bowl of a food 
processor, pulse togeth¬ 
er the almonds, coconut 
and matzo until the mix¬ 
ture is reduced to coarse 
crumbs. 


3 In the bowl of a stand 
mixer, combine the 
eggs, honey, sugar and 
salt. Beat with the whisk 
attachment on high un¬ 
til very thick, about 7 to 
8 minutes. Stir in the 
zest, cinnamon and car¬ 
damom. Fold the 
coconut and almond 
mixture into the eggs in 
2 batches. Pour the mix¬ 
ture into the prepared 
pan. Bake until a tooth¬ 
pick inserted at the cen¬ 
tre comes out with a few 
moist crumbs, 35 to 40 
minutes. 

While the cake bakes, 
make the syrup. In a 
small saucepan over 
medium-high, combine 
the water, sugar, honey, 
orange juice and 
cardamom. Bring to a 
boil and cook, stirring, 
until the sugar is 
dissolved. Set aside. 


5 When the cake is 

finished baking, use a 
skewer to poke holes 
across the surface of the 
cake. Pour 160 ml ( 2/3 
cup) of syrup over the 
cake. Allow to cool. 

6 To serve, run knife along 
the outside of pan and 
remove sides of the pan. 
Transfer to serving plat¬ 
ter and remove bottom 
of the pan. Peel off the 
parchment paper if it 
doesn't come off.

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Down with technology 

O Some youth are questioning the proliferation of 
technology and the role it plays in their lives 


If technology had a fan 
page on Facebook, Will 
Tilleczek wouldn’t like it. 
He couldn’t, considering 
he has no profile on the so¬ 
cial networking site. 

The 19-year-old univer¬ 
sity student, in fact, has no 
online presence at all be¬ 
yond an email address he 
checks a couple of times a 
day. His days as a cell¬ 
phone user are numbered, 
as he plans to give up his 
mobile device when the 
contract with his wireless 
provider expires. 

Tilleczek’s antipathy to 
the technology so popular 
among his peers doesn’t 
stem from any negative ex¬ 
periences — he simply be¬ 
lieves his time is better 
spent away from a screen. 

“You find yourself want¬ 
ing to use (technology) 
even when there’s no good 
reason,” Tilleczek said. “It 
keeps you from wanting to 
be alone and taking some 
time to think.” 

Tilleczek said portable 
devices often tempt him to 
make calls or send texts re¬ 
gardless of whether or not 
he has an 3 dhing to say. He 
decried text messaging as

“impersonal,” adding the 
rapid-fire messages that 
friends often exchange to 
make plans often result in 
misinterpretation. 

Research suggests 
Tilleczek’s attitude doesn’t 
reflect the norm for young 
Canadians. Matthew John¬ 
son, director of education 
for the Media Awareness 
Network, said data from 
both the U.S. and Canada 
indicate technology use is 
on the rise in nearly every 
age group, but particularly 
among youth.
